Twelve candidates for 
town council, four for Lord 
Mayor and two regional 
council hopefuls, with a 
crowd of about 250 residents 
on hand to listen, were the 
ingredients needed for the 
Chamber of Commerce all 
candidates meeting held at 
Virgil Public School 
Tuesday. 

The format for the 
evening saw the candidates 
for council break into two 
groups of six to answer 
questions, followed by can¬ 
didates for Lord Mayor and 
then regional council, all 
asked pre-determined ques¬ 
tions by the Chamber and 
also some written questions 
supplied by audience mem-

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Shuttle to be revived for seniors, students 


Two local 
companies have 
shifted into high 
gear to get public 
transit up and 
running quickly.

Two local companies 
already providing trans¬ 
portation services are resur¬ 
recting the successful and 


popular community shutde 
to help seniors and students. 

Niagara Classic Transport, 
a limousine and wine tour 
service which operated the 
original community shuttle 
program, is partnering with 
Niagara Patient Transfer to 
form Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Transit. The partners are 
relying on business sponsor¬ 
ships to subsidize the opera¬ 
tion. 

Tickets will be sold at a 
price of 10 for $40, says 
Niagara Classic president 
David Mole. 

The plan is to release 


10,000 tickets, which repre¬ 
sent about 18 months of 
service, but the company 
needs about $50,000 in 
sponsorship to see them 
through the next year and a 
half. 

While they haven’t 
reached their goal, they are 
confident from the support 
they have already received 
that they will get there, said 
Mole. 

“This is real, this is going 
ahead. We're very excited by 
it. We want to let people 
know that something is 
being done. We’re moving 
away from the political arena 
and into action,” with a serv¬ 
ice that will begin operating 
Nov. 1, he said. 

"The community shuttle is 
back on track, same zones, 
same price structure.” 

Mole says he couldn’t 
handle any more phone calls 
at home from people asking 
for a ride because they had 
no other options—he had to 
make the “ethical decision’’ 
to get the service back on the 

“It’s a need that has to be 


filled, and this is a solution 
that will work.” 

The program will use the 
same two shutdes that pro¬ 
vided the original service, 
says Mole, and will also be 
able to call on the vehicles of 
Niagara Patient Transfer, run 
by Casey McNab, which uses 
ambulance-type vehicles 
that can accommodate large 
wheelchairs or even stretch¬ 
ers if necessary. 

Through his work with 
seniors’ residences, McNab 
has experience transporting 
a segment of the population 
that requires transportation, 
says Mole. 

Ward Simpson is a local 
businessman who sees first¬ 
hand the difficulty seniors 
face without transportation. 

He often hears from 
patients of the medical clinic 
in Virgil of their difficulty in 
getting to doctor's appoint¬ 
ments since the demise of 
the community shuttle. And 
he knows two former resi¬ 
dents who have moved from 
town recently—seniors who 
relied on the shutde and 
couldn't manage without it. 


Since the shutde ceased 
operation last spring, the 
town has studied the need 
and feasibility of public 
transportation with the help 
of a consulting company, at a 
cost of $50,000. 

The results of the research 
indicated a clear need for 
public transit and strong 
support for it. 

But the outgoing council 
was hesitant to approve the 
next step, a recommended 
expenditure of $25,000 to 
gather and analyze more 
information on the kind of 
transit that would best suit 
the town, and the cost to tax- 

If approved by the next 
council, it would be a year or 
longer before residents 
would start seeing positive 
results. 

“Our residents can’t wait,” 
says Simpson. 

“They've gone too long 
without it already.” 

McNab says he is anxious 
to get the service up and run¬ 
ning. 

“This is going to be a really 
unique service, and a very 


interesting partnership. I 
wish we could get it off the 
ground tomorrow. I’m look¬ 
ing forward to working with 
community sponsorship to 
keep it moving. Ultimately 
the town will have to get 
involved but we have what 
we need to get it started.” 

Sponsorship has already 
been promised by Simpson, 
David Dick of Niagara 
Motors, the R.G. Hummel 
Group, St. Davids 
Hydroponics and the Angel 
Inn, but the dollar amount 
only guarantees service until 
January, said Mole. 

NOTL Transit also plans to 
offer a taxi service for “quick, 
affordable and reliable local 
transportation,” says Mole, 
and will be looking at how 
best to connect to a regional 
inter-municipal service. 

The new service will be 
headquartered at Niagara 
Classic’s Virgil Business Park 
location and dispatched 
through McNab's Niagara 
Patient's facility in the York 
Road business park.

And while the stage could 
only hold so many at a time, 
so too was the case with the 
seating in the gymnasium for 
the meeting—with chairs to 
seat up to 180, there were 
many more who had to 

The first group of six coun¬ 
cillors, Jim Collard, Dennis 
Dick, Terry Flynn, Peter 
Lootsma, Pat McCann and 
Kenn Moody, got to answer 
questions on issues such as 
the cost of water and its use 
as well as their vision for the 

“I was very disappointed 
to find out that some com¬ 
munities on the North side 
of Lake Ontario's water bill is 
half what we pay for water,” 
said Moody. “I think it's time 
to take a look at them at see if 


we can t emulate them. 

Moody had agreement 
from Lootsma who went on 
to say that “our rates are spi¬ 
ralling out of control" and 
that “it’s tough enough to do 
business in this town as it is” 
Flynn said water rates 
have been regulated to death 
and that “we have to find a 
way to deal with it and work 
as a group to get these costs 
under control” 

When it came time to 
voice their visions, first-time 
candidate McCann said 
change is definitely needed. 

“One of the tilings I’m 
amazed at is that we just 
spent $150,000 on a vision 
for our town,” said McCann. 
“But their vision sounds 
more like a nightmare.” 
Collard’s revolved around

the path of transit,” he said. 
“We still need park-and- 
rides, we still need trans¬ 
portation services.” 

Dick summed it up by say¬ 
ing "everyone's vision is 
about quality of life issues,” 
adding that “the economic 
drive in our town is tourism 
and we need to do whatever 
we can to help support that.” 

The next six councillor 


candidates to take the 
microphone were Andrea 
Epp, Jamie King, Maria Bau- 
Coote, Martin Mazza, 
Andrea Kaiser and Gary 
Zalepa, who had opportuni¬ 
ties to answer questions on 
topics like a hypothetically 
fully-funded Project Niagara, 
restoration of One Mile 
Creek and the role of the 
Chamber’s online question¬ 
naires during election time. 

Kaiser, who had an oppor¬ 
tunity as a councillor to field 
initial information on the 
project, said that she origi¬ 
nally supported it in princi¬ 
ple, “but we need to discuss 
how it would impact our 
community’! 

Epp agreed with Kaiser 
that there would need to be 
more information. 

“There too many unan¬ 
swered questions so it’s 
tough to say,” said Epp. “I 


would probably say no right 
now, but possibly for the 
future it can work.” 

When it came time to dis¬ 
cuss One Mile Creek, Bau- 
Coote was in favour of help¬ 
ing it return to a state it was 
once in, but says people 
need to be active in its recov¬ 
ery. 

“The creek should be 
maintained and brought 
back - and of course I would 
support this,” she said. “We 
need to get people to help 
and bring it back.” 

King agreed with Bau- 
Coote’s answer and further 
drove the point that natural 
spaces are precious to the 

“It is absolutely important 
to maintain natural spaces,” 
he said. “Our children and 
town’s people have the right 
walk around in luscious 
spaces and I would support 


efforts to restore it.” 

When it came time to talk 
about the questionnaires by 
the Chamber, Mazza and 
Zalepa came at it from differ¬ 
ent angles. 

“I might have offended 
people by not answering a 
single question, but it’s hard 
to send a response via email 
when you don’t know who 
you’re talking to and that 
information can be taken out 
of context," said Mazza. 

Zalepa, who agreed that 
he would rather talk to 
someone directly than just 
answering an email question 
said that he “takes these 
responses very seriously and 
my opinion will always be 
based on fact” 

“I take every opportunity I 
can get to speak to resi¬ 
dents."

> History Room, 
with old and 
rare books and 
documents, is hilly 
accessible and 
open to the public. 

While most NOTL resi¬ 
dents and visitors know 
that the original town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake was 
called Newark and was the 
first capital of Upper 
Canada, my guess is that 
many don't realize that the 
NOTL library has the dis¬ 
tinction of being the earli¬ 
est public library in 
Upper Canada as well. 

However, for those who 
want more in depth local 
historical information 
about the town or town¬ 
ship and the people who 
lived here, I would invite 
them to visit the library 
and look for the room at 
the back beyond the

French doors. 

Officially called the 
"Niagara Historical 
Resource Centre,” it is 
normally referred to as the 
“history room.” 

What visitors will find 
there are old and rare 
books, bound documents 
(such as the history of the 
Secord family), a vertical 
file that is alphabetical by 
subject, a genealogical 
cabinet with sections that 
are both numbered and 
organized by family name. 


microfilm of old local 
papers, and oral history 
audio recordings. 

However, the history 
room has a history of its 
own, as it has undergone a 
number of changes since 
it began in the mid 1970s. 
The current re-organiza- 
tion began in 2008 with 
the volunteer work of 
library board member, 
John Sayers. 

Later, that process was 
continued by Amanda 
Gamble (a part-time 
employee in the library 
and recent Master of 
Library Science graduate) 
and Brittani Mulder, a 
Canada Summer Jobs 
recruit, who worked on 
the collection over two 
summers. 

Although there is still 
work to be done, the his¬ 
tory room is now self- 
directed and fully accessi¬ 
ble to the public during all 
the hours that the library 


However, if anyone ever 
needs or wants guidance 
on how to access the 
materials, or how to use 
the equipment, such as 
the microfiche or micro¬ 
film readers, there is 
always a librarian on duty 
nearby at the Reference 
Desk. 

Of course, adding to the 
history room collection is 
continuous. 

We recently acquired a 
number of books, for exam¬ 
ple, about the War of 1812. 
Purchased from the Fort 
George Gift Shop. 

They should be available 
in the history room in the 
near future, well ahead of 
research preparation for 
Bicentennial celebrations. 

So, during Library Week 
(Oct.17 to 23) or at any 
other time, should anyone 
have any questions about 
the history room or its 
resources, just call the

The first incident saw pic¬ 
nic tables tipped over, win¬ 
dow boxes on the playhouse 
smashed and debris left all 
over the place.

Since then, incidents 
occurred Sept. 27, Oct. 15 
and Oct. 18 with things such 
as picnic tables being put 
on top of the shed, the 
destruction of a basketball 
net, shingles torn of the 
playhouse and more being 
done to the play area. 

Couroux is struggling to 
figure out why someone 
would want to do this. 

"I have no idea and I have 
racked my brains trying to 
figure out why somebody 
would be doing this when 
we’ve been in the commu¬ 
nity for 38 years,” she said. 

“We’ve done a lot for the 
community and the com¬ 
munity has done a lot for us 
- I’m speechless as to why 
this would happen to chil- 

While the damages have 
prevented the children 
from playing in the play¬ 
ground, there is some hesi- 
tance to fix what has been 
vandalized for fear of the 
repairs being destroyed 

“Our big worry is that 
we’re in the fundraising 
position right now to move 
to the new community cen¬ 
tre and our fundraising is to 
move the current play¬ 
ground we have and add to 
it - if this continues we may 
have to use that money to 
replace instead of enhance." 

Two trees which have 
been dedicated to the 
school have also been dam¬ 
aged, and Couroux says if 
she had the chance to speak 
with the vandals, she would 
ask them to cease their 
destructive behaviour. 

"I ask them to please stop 
and invite them to come out 


and see the looks on the 
children’s faces when I have 
to tell them they can’t come 
out on the playground 
because it’s not safe for 


them. They enjoy being out 
there.

The vaccine is recommended 
for anyone six months of age 
and older, says Bau-Coote, 
except those who have had a 
severe allergic reaction to a pre¬ 
vious dose of the flu vaccine or 
who are severely allergic to eggs. 

Those who are ill with an 
infection or high fever should 
delay being vaccinated until 
they are feeling better, she said. 

Individuals with a chronic 
condition or an active neurolog¬ 
ical disorder such as multiple 
sclerosis should not have the 

The region, which oversees 
immunization and also provides 
flu clinics, states that the vac¬ 
cine is 70 to 90 per cent effective 
in preventing the flu in children 
and adults who are otherwise 
healthy, and if someone who 
has been vaccinated does get 
the flu, it will be a less severe ill¬ 
ness, says Bau-Coote. 

There is no possibility of get¬ 
ting the flu from the vaccine, she 
added—although sometimes 
people believe they have 
become ill from the flu shot, 
they must have been exposed 
before getting the shot, she says.

It’s not uncommon for

For NOTL resident and 
volunteer Greg Knight, a 
member of the Wells of 
Hope board of directors and 
the chair of the committee 
that organized the event, 
having Kreviazuk perform at 
the Shaw Festival Theatre 
just seemed like a good fit. 

“One of our thoughts was 
that 'we're in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake and we have a 
great venue in the Shaw, so 
let’s approach them,”' said 


Knight. 

“After that we went after a 
Canadian entertainer that 
would be good for the cause 
as well as the crowd we’re 
expecting to have.” 

The process to get 
Kreviazuk began about a 
year ago and by the early 
stages of 2010, the commit¬ 
tee had the commitment 
they were looking for and 
could focus on making the 
event everything they need 
it to be. 

With all of the proceeds 
going to helping to pay off 
what is left of the bill for the 
new drilling rig that was pur¬ 


chased and is now in 
Guatemala, waiting to drill 
wells when Ted van der 
Zalm and his family retumin 
January, Knight is hoping for 
a good turnout. 

“We would love to see it 
sell out,” said Knight. 

“Every dollar is going 
towards the debt on the 
drilling rig that will help 
bring more clean water to 
more people.” 

Founded in 2004, Wells for 
Hope relies on volunteers 
from all walks of life - many 
with roots in the Niagara 
Peninsula - to assist them in 
many areas, not just that of

drilling wells. 

In addition to drilling for 
water, nine schools have 


been constructed, they sup¬ 
port an orphanage, have 
built roughly 200 homes and 
just last year, had more than 
100 volunteers go down for 
anywhere between two 
weeks and three months, 
including a team of high 
school students who earned 
credit for their contribution. 

Dentists, who also volun¬ 
teered their time and efforts, 
performed over $370,000 in 
dental work - and this year 
Knight expects the number 
of dentists that go to 
Guatemala will double. 

Wells for Hope has pur¬ 
chased land and set up per¬ 
manent accommodations 
for their volunteers that can 
hold about 40 people at any 
given time. 

The concert on Nov. 5, 
which Knight says he would 
like to see turn into an annu¬ 
al event, is set to begin at 8 
p.m. at the Shaw Festival 
Theatre.
